3 j"agan.l and. a weekly line of stages on 
it II This leads to enquiry about tho 

/I A r-' country Boemingly so suddenly opened 
.' up. And h^re we are made to feel our 
ignorance, — ^the little that is known 

- . about "the great interior." Living- 

stone has' spent a fortune and the best 
part of his life in search of an toea, — 
the source of the Nile. "Will no one 
explbre' the interior of British Colum- 
bia in sewch of something of more 
practical utility? We vnll tell the reader 
what little we know about tho couutrv 
penetrated by MrBamard'seutei-priso. 
Froni Cache Qreek to Okanagan, a 
distance of about one hundred miles, 
as tho crow llics, six thousand head of 
cattle fatten upon nature's rich pastures. 
There is room for more than douhlo 
that number. Calculating .seven hun- 
dred pounds of beef to tho animal, a 
low average as beeves go in that sec- 
tion, that would yield eight and a half 
million pounds of the finest beof in tlie 
world. In 1H71 tho yield of grain on 
tho Trancxuille, North ar.d Soutli Forks 
of the Thompson amounted to oi\c and 
a quaiier million pomids. Tluit was 
the product of less tluui a tenth of the 
land held under preemption, tlie whole 
being seven thousand, six Inuidrodaud 
eighty acres, which should be 
capable of producing at least twelve 
million pounds. Of bacon upwards of 

ii^'iforty 'thousand pounds was ciucd. At 
"^Ono Jones') two thousand, 

, , five hundred; pounds of excellent but- 

' ter wias made. The Spillemeechine 
^valley will produce fail wlieafc' of the 

^ "Attest quality without irrigation, in 
consequence of a fine surface soil and 
clay subsoil. The Okanagan ^vill yield 
only fall wheat without irrigation; 
iSpring wheat, oats and barley, A;c, in 
wonderful profusion with iiTigatiou. 

- The yield of wheat ranges from one 
and a quarter to one and a half tons 
per acre, tlio grain producing from 
sixty-live to seventy per ci.'nt. of 
flour. As high as nine tons of pota- 
toes has bceii laken from tlie acre. 
Wherever tried fruit. Litos have done 
exceedingly well, while tlicjse severer 
tests of climate, Indiaucorn, tomatoes, 
|pusk mellons, water melons, aud oven 

^^Iho grape vinchavc been (niltivati^d with 
•'•■"great success and without liaving re- 
course to artificial exi)edients. The 
countrj' is, for the most part open, dut- 
ted~with trees giving it almost tho ap- 
pearance of an old countiy piirV. It is 
i so free from wood as to enable th<> 
horseman to canter at will in almost 
every direction, and in some instances 
' no obstnictions are presented to the 
free progress of a carriage. The face 
of tho countiy is beautiful — relieved 
by ever changing succession of hill and 
dale. The water system is oxcollont, 
t1i6 surface of tho countiy boing in- 
dented by numerous lakes and rivers 
or smaller streams, eveiywhere teeming 
with iish of excelli'nt quality. A mild 
climate will have already been infen'od. 
It may be added tliai snow sohlom falls 
toanydei)th, and m-vor Y\o.h hnig. 
Horses, horned cattle and slieep pass 
the winter unliouscd and uncared f"r 
and, as a rule, conu^ out in good con- 
dition in th(! s]n-ing. On most of the 
grass ranges cattle shifting !ov them- 
selves through winter ai'c iujirimecon- 
, ditiou for beef in tlie sjiring. In the 
country thus roughly and very inqier- 
feclly sketched, there are a {cw liiui- 
drod settlers — we really do not Icnow 
I . how many. In the valleys of the 
Thompson, Okanagan, and Cache 
Creek, there are about one hundred 
. children. There is the making ofhapjiy 
•homos for tens of thousands. In truth 
no morcMlesiriilile count ly can be found, 
and it is m.it unreasoiiubh.' to hojie tliat 
Iho opening of a coach road leading 
through the heai-t of it, and the facili- 
ties for travel presented by a weekly 
line of stages may lead persons in 
search of ).'omeH to go and see for 
themselves. I:', (his inslance, we feel 
assured that to sr.r. will he in si:rri>i:. 

The Country School Ques- 
xion 

In former articles avo pointed out the 
flidiculties in the way of placing educa- 
tion witliin reach of children through- 



out the Province by means of country 
schools established^ the various ,/tot- 
tlements, and reMijunonded the estab- 
Kshment of central boarding schools at 
which p. ^'^tter - education..-; could be 
imparted with less expeniBe to the 
State, — tho plan of bringing the chil- 
dren to the school, instead of taking 
the school to tho children. As the 
question of sujiplying remote scttlo- 
ments presses itself upon tho Board of 
Education, thcso diliicultieB nruHt more 
clearly appear. There is Earkervillo, 
for instance, with six children of school 
ago demanding a school. Teacher's 
salary twelve hundred dollarn; contin- 
gent exjionses half as much more, and 
wc have eighteen Inmdred dollars a 
year for educating six children in tho 
common English branches ! Throo hun- 
dred dollars per head per annum for 
tuition alono ! Cheaper far to send them 
to the High School in Edinburgh, and 
board and lodge them there at tho 
expeuso of tlio Province. And yet, 
these six children must bo educated. A 
cry comes from Stuart Lake for a school, 
where there are siiid to be fourteen 
children to be taught. Woidd all tlio 
foiu'teon be witliin reach of one school? 
Who will go there to teach the young 
idea how to shoot? What would it cost 
the State to keep school there? And 
yet these fourteen children must be 
educated. Again, look at the continual 
expense ofviBitingandinsx>ecting schools 
scattered over so wide an area of coun- 
tiy for the most part so destitute of the 
means |of locomotion. It would be 
more than one man could accomplish. 
In all seriousness, we recommend the 
BoaM of Education to consider well 
this central school theorj', befOro pro- 
ceeding much farther with tho ex]ien- 
diturc of })ublic money in building 
schoolhouscs and establishing schools 
the exjionse of which must, wo fear, 
he frightfully disiiroportioncd to tho 
results. Of course these remarks ap- 
ply chiefly, if not solely, to the coun- 
try beyond the Cascade Range.

Marrsring a Sister-in-Law. 

(From llio PhllmlulphU "Ago."] 

Everybody knows the stir that has been 
made iu England alinnt marrying a wife's 
Mister. Tlii're tlio lau' foioids it, and so 
do tho canon.s of tho English Chureli, 
But, iu tho United States, no law forbids 
it, mul the I'ipiscopal Church has refused 
to adoi)t tho cauon of tho Ohurch of Eng- 
land on the subject. The Eoman Catho- 
lic Church ]>ormit3 such uiarriag(>s by dis- 
pensation. Wo dill not know that any ro- 
ligions body absolut(dy ])rohibited them, 
but a ease in New York seems to have o(5- 
casiuneil a g'oiul dral of comment in that 
city, in the newspapers and among IIk; 
mombers of the tJewi.sh Church. It ap- 
pears that a marriage was solemnziod by 
the Rev. Dr. 'Wise, of Ciuciualli, and 
the wid(jw of his brother. Of this the 
"Kun" savs: 

Tli(i bri<legroi)m wa«, tlun-efoi'c, the 
bride's brotlier-in-laAV,'nnd under Jewish 
law there iiiarriago wos forbidden. In 
Leviticus such marriage is prohibited as 
an nbomiimtion, and utliongh' elsewhere 
in the Pentateuch a man is actually re- 
quired to Tuarry his decoased brother's 
widow, provided shi' is childless, and to 
raise children by her to ])r('servc: his bro- 
ther's uanie from extinction, modern Jew- 
ish tbetdogians have eoamirred in oou- 
demning tiio second custom, and in vigor- 
ously defending tho first. 

The "Jewish Times" has severely oriti- 
oisoil tlio eondnet of Dr, Wise in Holeni- 
nizing' this nnion. Jt may eonsol(> liiiu to 
know that the "Age" and many h>arncd 
doctors think he was right. Most Ameri- 
can churches, as we have said before, de- 
ny Uiat tho Loviticul law prohibits such 
marriages, except in the liletime of all the 
relative.'? in question. 'Nothing can bo 
more plain than this limitation in tho 18th 
verse of the JSth idiaptcr of Leviticus, 
where tho command is not to take a wife 
to her sister, to vex lier iu her lifetimo. 
The proliibition is violated by tho disciple 
of Brighain Young, who marries two or 
uioro Bisters at, a time. Tlio prohibition 
to fake a brother's wife, in' the ^th chap- 
ter of Leviticus aud 2Ist vei'so, r<'fers, we 
think, to an adult(M'ous intercourse with 
the wife of a liviog brcjther. Marriage 
witli a brotlii^r's widow is (ixpressly sanc- 
tioned and enjoined iu Gcni'sis, liSth cha|)- 
ter, 8th verso, and also in Dtiuturonomy 
in tho aDtli ahftpter, wlioro a\ooromQnialiB 
presoi-ibed in oivso of tho refrisa' of a bro- 
ther to eotdr.acf a marriago witli his child- 
less sister-in-hiw. 'ihis, it is said in the 
abo\'o extract fvoni tlii3 "Run," is condeiii- 
ned by mo.Iern .Tr>wi-;h theologians; Imt 
this is au error. Wo \i:ry well remeuiber 
ft case tried in tlio Common Pleas in tliis 
city, in which it was nacessnry to takp 
testimony on this point. The inost cmi'- 
nent rabbis and monibors of the 
.lewish Church iu Ph;ladc-li>hia 
wiTO exauiiaeil us wi' ne-sf and 
llii'v all stat(»d that ilc crneiionial was in 
iisi' lo this day, an,! lo .Tewi.^h widow 
could creditably marry umlor the cireuin- 
.stnnces mentioned in the 25th chapter of 
Deuteronomy williout the [lerformance of 
till' e,-reuioiiy IhiTfia p|-c-»cribeil, tu tli'' 
i-.lm- in nui '.-4 ii/ii, the brollu-r, though a 
mai-ried man, luul formally goni? 
through tie- ciTcmo'.iy of i-cfusul to niaiT.v 
hts brotlier's widow, ami so imjiort.uit way 
Oiis deemed by lior that she had, it was 
alleged, iu consideration of it, ceded cer- 
tain )jocuni»ry ri.ghts, which brought tho 
malt"r int.. ciurt. Tlu-re il was certainly 
established that, l)y tlie existing customs 
of the .Jewish Church, a ehihlless wido.w 
(!auuot re])utably marry a stronger till 
her husband brother has formally declined 
to mnrry her.
